C loquet, one o f the pliysiciains o f the good L a­ 
fayette, thus w rites respecting tliut (Hstiuguished luati : 
‘ H e lived vvitli great teaiperance and sobriety. 
‘ Ife considered tim e as the riches o f vviiieh it is our 
duty to m ake tlie best use. 
W'e liavo no right, he w as 
w on t to sa y , to lose it ourselves, and still less to cause 
the loss o f it to others. 
‘ I never saw him Dike any part in the gam es w hich 
are resorted to for am usem ent, or, as is com m only said, 
to kill tim e. 
‘ I doubt if i.afayette w as ever angry— or at least I 
do not recollect to have seen him give w ay to pas.sion, 
ill circum stances w ell calculated to e.vcite, and ut the 
gam e tim e justify, those violent inovem enis o f the soul 
w h ich few m en can master. 
‘ In the m ost familiar conversation, eviui w hen relat­ 
ing anecdotes which seem ed to warrant such a liberty, 1 
n ever heard him em ploy an inijiroper or trivial e.xpres- 
sion. 
¡Heveral o f Ins old friends have assured iiie that, 
w h en a .soldier, they never heard him s w e a r or use a 
cor-v>«e, indecent e.xprissioa ; though o f tlus the best 
bred men are som etim es guilty w hen they pass their 
lives iu cam p s.’ 
Such xveie som e o f the moral virtues o f this truly he­ 
roic mail ; and if any persons would inter that these 
guarded and governed m ovea.eiits o f the soul argued a 
cold and unsusceptible heart, or at lea.»t a mind so o c ­ 
cupied with great eve.its and p.ditical calculations, that 
little value would be attached to private frieudships, and 
little lim e devoted to dom estic leeling, let them iiear 
the physician oti these points. 
‘Lal'ayette loved his tViend sincerely, and his profe.s- 
sion s liarm onized with the si'iilim euts ho entertained for 
them . 
.Vccording to the degree o f their iutim ucy, he 
«hook them cordially by the hand, or em braced them 
atlectionately and pressed them in 
his arm s, especially 
w hen he m et thetu after ab.sence, w hich alw ays seem ed 
to him to have been too long. 
H e jiaid far m ore atten­ 
tion to tlieir 
interests than to his ow n. 
^Vilen they 
w ere ill, he iiujuir.d continually after their health, 
w ent to see tliem , to cheer and to consule them ; or if 
absent be w rote to them , and his concern increased pro­ 
portionally with the danger o f their .situation.’ 
‘ Lafayette attached an especial value to the pr.ictice

F a n n y's Jo u rn a l.—T he following extract from a 
portion of a suppressed Journal, will be read with in­ 
terest, as it relates to this m y — the distinguished author- 
ess has manv friends here. 
“ Here I tun at last, in the city of Boston—and here I 
expect to me the best specimen of American mamn rs, 
taste and literature. 
Kean called this place the empo­ 
riu m o f literature, but I suspect be thought it before he 
died, the emporium o f brick bats and shilalabs ; for, 
poor fellow, they came near breaking his head because 
he refused to play before them one night. 
This is the 
place where the Rebellion commenced in old King 
George the T hird's time, hut notwithstanding that, 
they appear to he a peaceable set of folks, and look and 
act more like the English than those o f any other place 
I have been in. 
I was at a party *ast euening given by 
a widow Indy, one of the leaders of the to n —the rooms 
were crowded and the chatter deafening—the company 
divided itself into parcels of about the number of a cor­ 
poral's guard, and busily engaged discussing the floating 
gossip of the day. 
The ladies appeared much bitter 
than the gentlemen— the latter had an awkward gosling 
air and look that won’ I have shamed R obin RougheaU, 
— they stare at a body like graven images, and with a- 
boul as much appearance of life and intelligence. 
I did 
not discover an agreeable and graceful one amongthem—• 
they talked but little ; but, poor fellows, they were not 
much to hlaine for that, for m ost of them 
ib<i« hair 
curled so tight they could ’nt shut their mouths.— 
Cream*, cakes, wine, &c. were tlie refreshments, and 
standing and sijing the amusements. 
T h e hostess was 
the Lion and l ioness of tin* night, and was in truth the 
“ best quill in tin* hunch.” *

* T hey talk u great 
deal about their libraries and their learned men and tin ir 
rich men, and their great men, in B.— the latter appear 
to be a distinct class from the former— but one thing I 
will allow them, viz: a “ grc/r/” and good hotel, lor I 
have experienced its comtorts— it is called the 'Fremont 
H o u se— as the city was originally called Tri-Mountain, 
from its having been built upon three hills. *

Notwithstanding the boast about the literature of Bos­ 
ton, I have not yet discovered any very evident signs 
of it. Their literary publications, so far a« 1 have met w ith 
them, are cffnmou-place, and their daily publications 
are like the j urn ds in every city all over the world— 
good, had, and indiflerenfg 
Politics appear to engross 
their attention, punr'ipady—the HViigs, a« they call 
themselves here, but vvli >so principles are tho*e of the 
Torits in England, compose by far the large-t portion 
of the inhabitants, who discover their good sense t>\ ex­ 
tolling everything English, and condemning everything 
American—there urn many loyal subjects here, maugre 
the Rebellion. 
A ne ol them here "know anything 
about the drama, although some of the wiseacres 
thought that they could discover defects m father's 
H a m le t! * * * T he drives about this place are very 
agreeable, and the horses well broke. 
1 ride every 
pleasant day upon horseback, generally accotnptpied 
by Mr ------ , who came with us from I*. 
The Boston 
ladies have not rode much, heretofore, in tins manner, 
but 1 have revived the fashion and it is rapidly coming 
into vogue among them again. 
1 had heard of Yankee 
curiosity, but never saw a proof of its extent before to­ 
d ay—there were not less than two hundred men, wo­

Coal and 
Wood.— A coirespondent 
thinks that 
Judge Thacher ought to have alluded fo the “ conspira­ 
cy” to raise the price of Wood and Coal, in his charge 
to the Círand Jury— he says— 


“ T he dealers in these articles have for years associ­ 
ated together—held regular meetings, and each meet­ 
ing, after commencement of cold weather, has resulted 
m raising the price of wood and coal. 
Thus, by a 
“ conspiracy” of monopolizers, the poorer classes of so­ 
ciety are taxed enormously for articles of vital impor- 
unce to themselves and families. 
Fuel of all descrip­ 
tions was never more abundant than at present ; and 
yet coal from tin* Provinces, which sells for six dollars 
per chaldron, by the cargo, ‘Custom House measure,’ 
cannot he obtained of the monopolizers short of eleven 
and twelve dollars, by ‘their measure.* 
So of wood.— 
Eastern, which on the first o f September last was sold 
by the cargo at four dollars and fifty 
or seventy-five 
cents, ‘range measure,’ and by the wharfingers at sex 
dollars per coid, by th e ‘cart,* is now held at eight dol­ 
lars per cord, ‘cart measure,’ and the supply from 'he 
eastward and the adjacent country has been unusually 
abundant. 
If an association of a few laboring men, to 
raise the price of their daily labor, to meet expenses 
like the above, is criminal, we would ask his honor to 
examine the other side of the 
P i r n h e .
